On Tuesday last. the Commismoners of 
Charity inaugurated the long-expected en- 
terprise of forming a link between the sup- 
ply of unemployed labor in the City and the | 
constant demand for it from the country, by 
opening near the Third-avenue and Eighth- 
street, the new “Labor Bureau.” _ 

Both practical men and economists have 
reiterated, and it has become a truism, the 
statement that the one great economical 
want of the City is a Labor Exchange. A 
vast number of poor and unemployed 
people have congregated in this City, 
some because they have. not known 
where to find work, some because they have 
been left here as a residuum by the stream 
of emigration, and others because they have 
preferred the excitements and attractions of 
a large city, In the Winter season especially 
the ‘town is full of able-bodied men and 
women who ¢anfind no employment.' On 
the other hand, vast districts of arable land 
‘at the West, and thousands of families ate 
suffering from the want of male and female 
labor. The problem is to connect this want 
and, supply. The “Commissioners of Emi- 
“gration”. have for a number of years done 
the edémmunity a great service by dorming 
this link, s far as the new emigrazte are 
‘concerned. ‘They have transported tens‘of 


thousands who would have been a burden 


on the City directly to the fields of the West 
or to households and farms in the East. Their 
“ Labor Exchange” has been an untold public 
blessing. But there are thousands of poor 
men and women in the City seeking employ- 
meént, who do not. come within the legal 
terms of their Commission’s work—who 
vhave been in the country more than five 
years, or who are native-born. 
Numbers of them are utterly ignorant of 
the West, where to go, what to do, what 
‘wages they ate to receive, or how to get 
there. Seme'can pay their expenses to the 
place of employment, others can only pay 3 
part—the most have no means at all. Some 
are well fitted for factory labor and not 
at..all..for field work; others must 
be day laborers ; others should be servants 
or seamstresees, and some can succeed only 
by head-work. If’ not employed, many of 


these every Winter depend on public chari- 


ty or suffer great destitution. The enlight- 
ened Board of Charities have determined to 
try the experiment of aiding this class by a 
‘separate department of their numerous
